DEWETDORP GARRISON SURRENDSRS 400 
MEN AND TWO GUNS. 


Bitter Comments of British Press. 


A Minor Briti*h Success. 


Winnipeg, Nov, 30th, °00. 

Lendon, Nov. 30th: Lord Roberts 
cables from Johannesburg under date 
of Noy, 28th: “The DeWetsdorp gar- 
risorn of two guns of the sixty-eighth 
field battery, with detachments of the 
Gloucestershire Regiment, Highland 
Light. Infantry, and Irish Rifles, 400 
in ail, surrendered at 5:30 p m. on 
Nov, 23rd. Our losses were fifteen men 
killed and forty-two wounded, includ- 
ing Major H. J. Anson and Capt. Digby. 
The enemy are said to be 2,500 strong. 
Fourteen hundred men were desratch- 
ed from Edenburg to relieve DeWetst 
dorp, but did not succeed in reaching 
there in time. Gen. Knox joined this 
force and found DeWetsdorp evacuat- 
ed, Seventy-five sick and wounded 
were left there. Gen, Knox pursued and 
is reported to have successfully engag- 
ed Steyn and ImWet near the Vaal 
bank, The Bosrs retired west and 
southwest. Gen. Knox's messenger 
faile&to get through se I have. no de- 
tails.” 

London, Nov. 30th: The ‘Telegraph 
and the Express, which do not accept 
the unfavorable reports as to the suc- 
cession to the chief commander if 
South Africa, say they understand 
Lord Kitchener is te assume control te 
day. The Post says: The surrender 
at De Wetsdorp looks still worse, in the 
light of the suggestion that probably 
half the towns that were garrisoned in 
the territories of the Repablic are in 
no better situation to resist attacks. 
The Standard describes this affair as 
depiorabje, umaccountable and at the 
present juncture doubly unfortunate. 

Lendon, Noy. 29.—It has transpired 
that Mr, Joseph Chamberlain’s visit to 
Malta, ostensibly a pleasure trip .is 
primarily undertaken for the purpose 
ofexamining, on the spot the merits of 
the long-standing dispute in regard 
to the use of the Italian language as 
an official medium. It may be confi- 
dently stated that the colonies min- 
ister bad decided that the official lan- 
guage’ mus? be English after thy ex- 
riration of an interregnum the length 
which has not yeé been determined, 
The French and some Italian news 
gapers have been busily endea vor- 
ing’ ito make an international question 
out of the change, but their efforts 
are not destined to be in the least suc- 
cessful,

Since their arrival at Southampton, 
where they were welcomed by Major- 
General MacGregor Stewart, the 
Canadians have been everywhere greet- 
ed with tumultuous applause, General 
Stewart made a brief speech to_the 
Canadians, during which he said Eng- 
lishmen rejoice’ at their bravery and 
de2ds just as much as they rejoiced 
over the honors achieved by the home 
traps and their kinsmen from alk the 
colonies brought together by the war. 
Col. Otter expressed his thanks for 
these symphathetic utterances and the 
Canadians took the train for London. 
The reception of the Canadians in Lon- 
doa was most enthusiastic. Large 
@rowds at the railroad station cheered 
and re-cheered them, and the whole 
route from ‘the station to the barracks 
was lined with a_ similarly cordial 
throng. Flags, including many Cana- 
dian emblems, were displayed every- 
where, The men marched in splendid 
order and appeared te be in perfect 
condition. While they were drawn up 
in the barracks square the Duke of 
Abercorn, chairman - oe Reap 
coinmittee. -congratulated them on 
their achievements. General Trotter 
followed in a similer strain. He alse 
reaia letter from the Duke’ of OCon- 
naught, eulogizing the work of « the 
Canadians. ihe Canadiaus will pro- 
ceed to Windsor to-morrow morning.

least fairly well satisfied with the 
municipal administration of the 
year, Edmonton people may have 
many feults and failings, but the will- 
ingness to submit to that of which they 
do net approve is not cae of them. 
[he statements given by the mayor 
and the several chairmen of commit- 
tees were clear business-like and emin- 
ently satisfactory. Mayor MacKen- 
zic’s statements as to the concentra- 
tioa of offices; clearing up arrears of 
taxes; revising the by-laws; handling 
the bridge debentures; dealing with the 
railway company and discussing the 
waterworks and sewerage scheme, 
showed a most satisfactory grasp of 
both principle and detail. The - only 
unsatisfactory part of the statement of 
Couacillor McLeod, as chairman of the 
board of works, was that he would not 
oifer for re-election. Councillor Lee, 
aS chairman of finance, gave a very 
clear and concise statement of the tewn 
finances. Coun. Brown, as chairman 
o- town hall and market committee, 
took strong ground ia favor of perm- 
anently acquiring the market site a 
present under lease, and sketched the 
improvements which it was propose i 
shouid ba made in the town hall. Cer- 
tainly the need of a hose tower that 
wil dry the fire hose without damage 
is very apparent, if the present one 
wi'l rot do the work properly. And 
ths need of some change in regard to 
tha beil so that it may, be heard, more 
plainly has been felt ever since the bell 
Was put in place. Councillor Blowey, | 
as chairman of license and police, made 
his first,public appearance in the capa- 
city of councillor, and fully justified 
the expectations of his many friends, 
by his business-like statements. Al! 
the more satisfactory in that his de- 
fartment showed a considerable bal- 
ance on the nght side—a surplus |. in 
fact, 
lhe waterworks question was —dis- 
cussed at some length, T. W. Lines, 
president of the board of trade, argu- 
ing the point very logically in favor 
a‘ granting a franchise for a term of 
20 years te a responsible company on 
mutually favorable terms. Mr. Lines’ 
main point jvas that under company 
owaership ithe citizens of to-day would 
get lower water rates than they could 
expect under municipal ownership, al- 
though a number of years hence the 


rates under municipal ow nership might 
be lower. Mayor -»MacKenzie and 
Councillor Lee expressed themselves as 
favorable to municipal ownership. The 
mayor expained how under the amend- 
ed ordinance the waterworks proper- | 
ty coull be bonded Separately from 
tha towa, and therefore the town was 
ia a position to put in the works if 
the citizens so desired. Councillor Lee 
Fo.nted, out that in any case the town 
would have to put in sewerage at its 
owa exgense cven if the waterworks 
franchise were granted to a company, 
There would be a great Saving by rut- 
tung in waterworks 


and sewerage to- 
gether.

THE ST. JOHN ELECTICN. 


The result of the election in St. 
Joho, New Brunswick, carries with 
it] most important results to the west- 
ern country, Hon. A. G. Blair, min- 
ister of railways, who stood as the gqv- 
ernment candidate in St. John, is the 
moving spirit in the cabinet in favor 
of bringing the railways of the coun- 
try wnder the control of the people as 
against) the policy of allowing the rail- 
ways to control the people. Althepgh 
Mr. Blair did not succeed in carrying 
out his ideas as completely as w:.s, and 
is desirable, he scored some very sub- 
stantial and important advances in the 
desired direction, Sufficient at _any 
rate to arouse against him the full 
and complete hostility of the C. P. R. 
There were many points of difference 
between the great railway comprny. 
and the minister; but the climax was 
reached when by the extension of the 
Intercolonial to Montreal that road 
ceased to be the feeder and became the 
competitor of the C. P. R. for the traf- 
fic between Montreal and the Mari- 
time Provinces. New Brunswick is 
not a large nor a very rich province, 
St‘John is a lange, important and en- 
terprising city, the commercial 
capital of that province. The 
general elections were’ in pros- 
pect and tt was important to 
in prospect, and it was important, 
Mr. Blair’s position in the cabinet and 
the maintenance of his policy, that he 
shouli be sustained by his own pro- 
vinee, and particulariy by the city, of 
St. Joho, where he was offering for 
election. On the rther hand if Mr. 
Blair could be defeated in St. Johr, 
and his prestige in his home province 
weakened, his position in the cabinet 
would be correspondingly weakened 
aud his progressive railway policy 
might be -correspondingly checked, 
Great results hinged on the decision 
of the electors of-a single constituen- 
cy, and the C, P. R. went in to vwwin 
that constituency. First they threat- 
ened the city with the withdrawal of 
the C. P. R. wintter traffic, if Mr.. Blair 
persisted in,running the Intercolonial 
for the advantage of the country in- 
stead of for the advantage of the C., 
P. R.; and second they induced Hon. 
Geo. 'E. Foster, the leading member, of 
the conservative party in New Bruns- 
wick, and the most able man on the 
conservative side in parliament, to 
offer in opposition to Mr. Blair. No 
doubt having gone so far as to threaten 
the city, and to secure the services 
of the leading statesman of the opposi- 
tion, other little details usually ac- 
companying. a fight made tay a wealithy 
corporation were duly aitttended to, But 
Mr, Blair evidently knew his ground 
better than did the C. P. R. and hel was 
triumphantly returned over the ablest 
man in the conservaltive party end 
against all the power that the C. P. 
R. could put forth by a majority of 
over 1,000. Having lost the fight the 
O; P. R. gracefully climbs down, and 
trublicly announces that it will con- 
tioue to transact its winter business 
at the port of St. John, as formerly. 
Mr. Blair’s position in the cabinet, is 
strengthened by his double victory over 
both Mr. Foster and the C. P. R. and 
by the increase of his support from 
New Brunswick, and Mr. Foster pays 
the penalty of having lent the prestige 


of‘his name and position and his great 


abilities ‘to the policy of ©, P. R. dom- 


ination by alt least temporary retire- 


ment from political life, under ithe 
sting of overwhelming defeat. There 
can be Only one verdict in Mr. Foster's 
case—served him right. 

Al Specially good fealture of this con- 
test in St. John is the clear light in 
which it brings out the respective rail- 
way policies followed by the two candi- 
dates during the life of the last par- 
liament, While Mr. Blair was fight- 
ing to protect popular rights against 
the railway companies, Mr. Foster 
as persistently fought against those 
rights. But the public were largely 
led| to believe that there was no prac- 
tical difference between them, ‘The 
St. John contest settles that Point, 
and we now kaow who was the friend 
oi the C. P. RK. and who was the ‘friend 
af the people. It was a lucky thing for 
the people of Canada, and particularly 
of ‘Western Canada, that St. John de- 
clared for Blair and his railway policy 
by such a decisive majority. 

That there are elements in the lib- 
eral party favorable to C. P. R. dom- 
ination may be possible. If that is the 
case it is all the more necessary that 
the minister of railways should be. sup- 
portec and strengthened in his policy 
of resistance to that domination,

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THE SASKATCHEWAN IN THE 60'S. 


The Methodist church was comfort- 
ably filled on Monday evening, when 
Rev, Joha McLougall lectured on “Life 
oa the Saskatchewan in the 60's,” Rev. 
T. C. Buchanan acted as. chairman, 
making a few introductory. remarks, 

Mr, McDougall said his subject was 
an.immense one and must rot be lim- 
ited. The valley of the Saskatchewan 
comprisei the land drained by the Sas- 


katchewan trom the height of land 
along the 49th. parallel to that divid- 
ing the tributaries of the Saskatche- 
wan from those of the Athabasca, 
When, in the early sixties the speak- 
er first came through this great 
stretch of coyntry, there were no set- 
tlements save the Hudson’s Bay forts 
at the Pas, Carlton, Fort Pitt and 
Edmonton, Roman Catholic missions 
Were already estabjished at Lac la Biche 
and Lac St. Anne and a Protestant 
mission at White Fish iake. The resi- 
dents of the country at that time were 
nomads, The Indians were such by 
nature and the Hudson’s Bay Co., men 
and missionaries by occupation. Fixed 
settlements in this great valley of the 
Saskatchewan, there were none, 


Touching the transport of the time 
Mr. McDougall said the Saskatchewan 
was then the great route of travel. 
Down it were taken all the furs, robes 
aod meat exported, and all the imports 
af the country were brought by York 
boats up the river, It was not yet 
considered safe to attempt driving 
carts from Fort Garry across the 
plains, as tribal war among the In- 
dians was incessant, The other mode 
of summer travel was on horse-back, 
with pack animals, The Red River 
carts were considered luxuries. These 
vehicles were constructed entirely of 
woud. At ‘the world’s exposition in 
Yhicago the specker had seen what 
purported \ta be a ‘Red River cart, with 
a typical cayuse. The representation, 
however, was imperfect as the cart had 
irdn tires and ‘the horse was shod. In 
winter travelling was accomplished by 
meaas of fonies and flat sleighs. This 
Was a very slow mode as the horses had 
to paw their living and there were no 
roads to speak of. Travelling by dogs 


; and sleds was mach faster, but was ex- 


ceedingly bard work. The load for a 
dog team was about 400 lbs. besides a 
share of the camp! utensils, On en- 
tering the country Mr.t icDomgal!] 
camp up the river im a York boat to 
Carlton where he met his father wha 
had came overland from Fort Garry. 
From Carlton they started on horse- 
back going first to Fort Pitt, thence 
tou Saddie and Whitefish lake, to 
Smoking lake and south to the Saskat- 
chewan where Victoria now is. Here 
the guide, Peter Erasmus, who now, re- 
sides in that vicinity, introduced him 
ta a new means of water transport. 
Nd boat was to be had, but the guide 
improvisei one by means of a large Oil 
cloth, and, a willow hoop, the propelling 
rowed ‘being a horse to whose tail the 
curious craft was tied. As the whole 
party could not be accommodated on 
board, the speaker had to swim, The 
party continued south nearly to the 
Battle river and then came north and 
west to Edmonton, which then con- 
sisted of the old Hudson’s Bay~fort 
with its walls, bastions and sentries. 

For fool the travellers of that day 
were dependent very largely on their 
guas. Ata Cree camp near the Battle 
river the speaker had his first buffalo 
hunt, The hunters numbered about 
300, some armei with rifles and some 
with bows and arrows. The Dufifalo 
were fownd in the valley of the Iron 
Creek in an immense herd which 
s'.retched as far as one Could see. From 
800' to 1,000 buiffalos were killed in the 
one day, the carcases lying on  ithig 
groand like haycocks in a field. This 
buffalo meat was the chief article of 
food, for all during those days. Eighit 
pounds per day was the ration, Flour 
was seidom seen and only ai rare in- 
tervals did one taste bread. 

During the winter of 1862 there was 
no snow at Christmas or New Year and 
comparatively little up to the years 
1864-65, \ 

The speaker closed by contrasting 
the conditions of to-day with those of 
the ;ast, In 60 Minneapolis was not 
in existence; now it is the greatest 
flour market of the world. [m (@60 
there. was nothing of Winnipeg, but 
Fort Garry, now it is becoming the 
Chicago of Western Canada. Twenty- 
one years ago while on a visit to On- 
tario he had to confute a communica- 
tion to an eastern paper from an Ed- 
monton man, who spoke pessimistilea- 
ly 6f Edmoniton’s future. He had said 
then that Edmonton must become the 
metropolis of the north. There was nd 
room for pessimism regarding the de- 
velopment! of the west,

IN THE 1RANSVAAL. 

The Bulletin is indebted to the kind- 
ness of Mr. E. Slocock, late of Edmom- 
ton, bat now of Goldwell, Newbury, 
Berkshire, England, for the following 


his brother, E. F. Slocock, well known 
in Edmonton and now,a:‘member ofthe 
Straithcona, ‘Horse, om active service in 
tha Transvaal : 
Rei Cross 

Field, Hospital, 

Devil’s Knuckles, Transvaal. 
September 14th, 1900, 

Since leaving Paardeksy, in Juiy I 
have ‘seen a great deal. Almost every 
day there has been some fighting. I 
am in the hospital now at a garrison 
fost on General Buller’s line of com- 
nwnication, about twenty miles east of 
Lydeaburg and between that piace and 
Kamati Poort, not from wounds but 
from blistered and sore feet. It has 
been very hard on the horses, and we 


have lost over two hundred. The sec- 
ont, 1 have had played out nearly eight 
weeks ago and I have had to walk 
since. Some days being on foot twen- 
ty hours out of ‘the twenty-four, and 
over hilly and rowgh country. We 
are wel] ted and looked after and I @x- 
nay or two to pe back ‘with 

achment of one hundred men 

ere; the regiment having gone | 

ou [ think to Kumati Poort. Frdm 
Paardekopl (we came east by Anersfort 
Ermeilo, Carolina, Peivetia, Birkendal, 


Dalmancetha, Maclaadorp, Badfontein. 
Crocodile river, and Lydenburg. We 
had a big engagement at Birkendal, 
the Boers, having a very strong posi- 
tion with guns in large numbers and 
cleverly intrenched. We took one posi- 
rion captured two guns and killed over 
three ‘hundred Boers, but had over one 
hundred and forty casualties, Our 
fine artillery firing saved the day. The 
King’s Royal Rifles had to advance for 
fifteen hundred yards over the open 
with absolutely no tover, and in face 
of fire of pom-pom, Maxim and num- 
berless Mausers fil! within 150 
yards of the kopje. It filled us with 
admiraxion for Tommy Atkins, The 
Boers had made regular nests of rock 
in this kopje five feet high on three 
sides with just small holes in front 
for their rifles and no bullet could have 
touched them. Yet the lyddite from 
our shells bursting overhead, had 
killei them in—as they thought—their 
safest positions, ‘The effects of this 
powder is terrible. They were turned 
a yellow color. Many seemed simpily 
crushed and altogether it was a ghast- 
ly sight. There were two staat artil- 
lery men and an enormous German, 
also some French and Italians among- 
st their dead. Some of our men had 
frightful wounds. The K. R. R. cagt+ 
taig was hit in the neck at close range 
by an explosive bullet and a privaite 
af ‘the same regimest was struck just 
above the knee by a pom-pom shell, 
taking both legs off. We took little 
part, being with other cavalry on high 
hills guarding the flanks and rear apd 
overlooking thie action. I had several 
shets myself at long range. These in- 
fantry charges in the open are terrible 
and Kipling never said a word too 
much in the praise and glory of Tommy 
Atkins. In the came: he Is the most good 
hearted man alive and the bravest in 
tbe firing line. We have been under 
a lat of shell fire im the Crocodile val- 
ley aol at Lydenburg. At the latter 
place I had simply a providential es- 
cape. a shell from one of the forty 
pounders bursting no more than six 
yards from where I and some others 
were, knocking three of us down, but 
without injury. Fortunately like 
many others their shells are defective. 
Yhis did not burst till it~ struck the 
igground. Had it been properly fused 
and gone off about forty feet from 
the grouni it would have taken us 
alf off. I: simply had-a-shaking and 
had dirt on my hajt, bul) never shali I 
forget that sickening scream just be- 
fare it burst. At both places, the 
Boers had very strong positions, es- 
pecialiy-along the valiey having guns 
oni the heights on both sides. We ad- 
vanced in. force to draw their fire and 
when within: three: and .a half miles 
of their guns they opened fire, two 
Long ‘Toms, and field pieca, a pom-pom 
and high velocity forty inch howitzer. 
It was providential how we escaped, 
shells bursting a!! round us, chiefly 
shrapnel, They burst overhead and 
the exp'osion is deafening. Our cas- 
ualties were few, but the artillery lost 
a lot of horses, We retired and took 
what cover we could in dongas and 
raviaes, but did net go back to camfi 
till evening, Buller hada close shave, 
a shell bursting quite close, but he 
and Lord Dundonald were well up in 
the firing line all day. Next day we 
kept in camp waiting for Hamilton on 
our right and the day after a flank 
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attack had been planned when it was 
found the Boers had evacuated their 
positions and withdrawn their guns, 
We then marched straight into Lyden- 
burg unopposed, but again found the 
enemy with guns in strong positions 
on the hills four miles outside the 
town, All the rest of the day and next 
morning their guns kept up an incess- 
ani bombardment. The infantry went 
outtand our two bigi 5 inch guns open- 
ed, fire again causing their retreat into 
thig terrible hilly country where=we 
are now. It appears the Boers have 
fallen into small bands and have abun- 
dant provisions and amuunition—guns, 
ambulance and. transport just as good 
ad our own, but not lyddite, We had 
a big day at Gelwk’s farm, but have 
ndt space to describe now. The noise 
from our guns was tremendous. With! 
in balf a mile of where I was pom-pom 
field pieces, howitzers and one naval 
four inch gun were going off, -and 
bullets were whistling above our heads, 
Tt is getting much warmer now, very 
hot in the day time, buti when we left 
Pwardekop ‘the ccld was as bad as I 
have ever experienced. We had no 
gloves and had-to put out hands in 
socks for half the day, and we are 
travelling -vithout tents. It is very 
hard on the horses and the brigade 
has lost meny hundreds. I heve jost 
two myself, though not hard, on them, 
or heavy. 3uller and Dundonald are 
splendid men. This is a terrible coun- 
try for an offensive warfare, Every- 
one says Buller has had far greater 
difficulties to contend with thanever 
Roberts had, nor do [ think that the 
British public have any idea of the 
hardships and privations lommy At- 
kins has to go through when on active 
service. I trust England after this 
will keep wp a large and betiter paid 
army. ‘This district is the first we 
have been in where we have had even 
water fit to drink and sufficient fire 
wood for camp fires. We have not had 
rain for months, but things are getting 
green an: in Lydenburg the peach 
trees were covered with a beautiful 
pink blossom. 


Lydenburg, Sepit. 25th. 


At Lydenburg, again. All men with- 
out horses, as self and the sick having 
been sent back from ‘the Devil’s Knuck- 
les’ camp, a week ago, General Buller 
with the rest going on east to complete 
a circle east and north back here, He 
is expected back in a few days. We 
have not heard a word of his doings, 
but he was s‘ill in pursuit of Botha. 
wha With three or four thousand men, 
and several guns, he was detcrmined 
td smash up. They hod gctinito a :ter- 
rible cowntry—great mountains, deep 
passes and extremely bad roads. You 
can have no {idea of the latter. We 
had forty-six mules on our baggage 
had forty-six miles on our baggage 
Wagon in seversl places. One wonld 
go up a hill ‘thke th- team out and Zo 
backj for another, doubling up. We had 
fifty and 60 oxex for our five inch 
guns. Iam Very well and back to duty 
again, but much sun burnt, it is now 
getting very hot during the day. This 
camp is on the hill to the east over- 
looking the town (only a small place) 
about four miles away, and two bun- 
dred yards from where the Boers had 
their Long Toms when they shelled, us 
the day we entered. We cannot un- 
derstand why they geve up the posi- 
tion,-a terribly strong one, and it 
would have edst usa great deal totake 
it. I have just been looking at the 
spoti Long Tom was in. It is an enor- 
mous gun, larger than our five inch. 
I could easily see the dents in the 
ground made by its wheels, There 
were two trenches close to it. The 
kopjes near were unfortified and the 
great holes made by our shells were 
tad be seen everywhere. They had Tour 
guos in position here. Though we cap 
tured more, The same day: 1 was near- 
ly demolished by a sheil and only a 
short time afterwards a shell burst 


in very near the same spot, as. the 
Gordons were going out. It burst well 
killing one and wounding fourteen, 


(one since died). The Royal Artillery 
have four guns quite close to us, The 
day we came in they opened fire on 
a party of Boers at a range of five 
thousand two hundred yards. I was 
a yard or so away and could see the 
shells burst everytime. There were 
several balloons about here. Lord 
Roberts has been far too lenient with 
the Boers. - They should have had their 
farms burnt all through the country. 
They surrender, give up rifles, go home 
and are fighting again next week with 
one of the three or four others they 
generally have. And then the ab- 
surdity of his asking that villain Cron- 
je to dinner. A mon whem everyone 
here says is the most brutal and cruel, 
the Boers know. We ore going about 
im rags, our boots are nearly worn out 
and our clothes «re full of holes, I 
have not shaved for weeks, I have got 
some fine pieces of different shells and 
will try to get a mouser. I got a 
sheep the other day. 1 cut his head 
off, skinned him, ate three legs and 
his liver at ome meal, and ali in an 
hour and a half. We get fearfully 
hungry, and latterly get only 
three-quarter -+ rations. Every- 
one’s longing for the war to end 
and had England been better served 
by her intelligeree department, she 
should have finished this off months 
ago. The officers of this department are 
the real culprits. Our generals were 
misinformed even after they got here, 
aod the country was so full of spies, 


things were made more difficult. The 
fifteen pounders have just begun 
booming, again,

RHODES ON SOUTH AFRICAN SITUATION 


Recent Cape papers contain the text 
of Cecil Rhodes’ speech ati Cape Town, 
as president of the South African Lea- 
gue; .In the course of his remarks 
ha said : . 

“T will tell yau who was the cause of 
the war. We hivda party in’ the House 
of assembly calied the Mugwunmps.. 
(Laughter.) It wes the Mugwumps 
who caused the war, and I will show 
you how. They were gentlemen who 
always stated that they belonged to no 
party, and decided upon every ques- 
tion according to their consciencies—I 
think consciences is the term. (Laugh- 
ter.) What happened? ‘We had a re- 
distribution bill, which would have in- 
creased the representation of the pro- 
gressive party in the house. I think 
any member of the house present! will 
admit that that wes the case. Now, if 
that -bill had been carried, it would 
have given ws a maprity over the bond 
o° four members, When the Mug- 
wumps came to the house—I don’t 
want to be personal—they voted for the 
bill because it was due to their con- 
stituents,»ut afier doing that what Gid 
they do? They voted against the gov- 
ernment on a vote of no confidence, 
and consequently the bill was lost,and 
on a subsequent occasion we made a 
compromise, and practically only 
maintained our [vsition. 

“Now, I- want to impress upon you 
that while . fighting the election the 
state of parties was a tie. If we had 
carried the redistriubtion bill the pro- 
gressive tarty would have been in a ma- 
jority in the house, and T hold thati if 
the progressive party had been domin- 
anti in the Cape Colony, with the-feel- 
ing in Natal and the feeling in Rho- 
desia, Kruger would not have dared 
to throw, down the gauntlet to her Ma- 
jesty. (Cheers. Those are hard facts, 
and no one can deny them, so I say 
thalf im a way we owe the war to the 
Mugwumys. 
Rhodes said : 


Continuing Mr. 
“Well, gentlemen, we have had a 
great hbaittle, and who have we been 


fighting? We have not been fighting 
the Dutch—let us be quite clear about 
that. We have been fighting Kruger- 
ism. And if we can only bring thai 
fact home to the people who live with 
us, the people who are going to de- 
velop Africa with us, we shall do good 
service. You may say, What do you 
mean by Krugerism? Well, Kruger- 
ism is what any one of us may be 
led into. Given enormous power and 
a simple-minded people, the tendency 
is to absorb everything. At first you 
have, perhaps, < hundred people with 
you in an inner circle, and you gradu- 
ally reduce them to almost yourself, 


That is Krugerism, and that is what 
has happened in the Transvaal. 
“The administration of the Trans- 


vaal was Kruger. I remember well 
speaking to Dr, Leyds at Bloemfon- 
tein when we went up ta the opening 
of the railway, and I said to him. 
‘Why do you not impress on Kruger 
tais and that change?’ He replied, 
‘I assure you, Mr. Rhodes, we have 
no power whatsoever with him. The 
government of the Transvaal is 
Kruger, and Kruger alone. I am kept 
because I am useful; but if you think 
I influence him in the direction! of 
maintaining monopolies, keeping 


out 
Uitlanders, and various other gross 
grievances which he created in the 


Transvaal, if you think we suppert 
him in that, you make a great mis- 
take. Always remember that the 
goveroment in ‘the Transvaal is 
Kruger, and no one else!’ Now it is 
Krugerism that we have been fighting, 
and it is marvellous, if you come to 
thiak of it, how everybody comes ta 
the same conclusion regarding the evils 
ef Krugerism. Now, I suppose there 
ara no three people at the present mo- 
ment with such different views as Mr. 
Schreiner, Mr. Merriman, and my- 
self. (Lawghter.) I would point out 
to you that we all three had exactly 
the same views about ‘Krugerism. 


Turning to the future, Mr. Rhodes 
ooserved: “We have wom our two 
points—the maintenance of the British 
flag and equality of rights.” He went 
on to make an appeal to the Dutch. 
remaking, “I would sy to the Dutich 
of this country, ‘You are at the part- 
ing of the ways. The question of a 
republic is over, and whalti have You 
gall before you’? On ‘the one hand, you 
may resolve th cantinne a sullen agi- 
thtien and sepretly encourage your 
friends in tie late republics to be re- 
sentful, and ito offer whit is called pas- 
Siv® resistance, but what woulld be the 
good of such a course?? The Dutch 
have gained everything. You may ask 
mq why? 

“L will tell you 2 stony in illustration 
Shortly after the raid | was in’ Mata- 
beleland, and we were fighting in the 
hills: We had one of the commendants 
from the Transvaal with wus, with 
whom *~ became very friendly, <nd he 
said he had left the Transvaal on ac-

The grits don’t believe C. P. R. liter- 
ature down there. The tories say the | 
Globe editorials of 1900 re the North- 
west were only Sifton campaign lies. 
The Canadian Magazine is read « by 
about one-tenth per cent of both grits 
and tories; and the stories in it about 
whiskey seizures and lying Galicians 
and N, W. M. P. rackets with half- 
breeds ‘don’t count for much as an in- 
ducement to civilians to come out here 
with a “flunkey.”

No wonder they say that the farther 
west a man goes the less respect he 
entertains for his veracity. They 
imagine the thin air up here affects 
a man’s brain. But. they don’t hesi- 
tate to call yeu a lunatic when you 
affirm that the same thin uir makes 
an egg take a half minute longer to 
boil. Somewhere ut the Rocky Moun- 
tains an egg won't boil hard at all, 
Similarly the Ontario sceptie avers 
that there is some phint in altitude 
where a man never speaks the truth. 

So the easterner discredits the ac- 
count of the “tenderfoot.” The “ten- 
terfoot” carries a salt shaker.in his 
pocket for the “old-timer.” And they 
all speak the truth—as they either ob- 
Serve or remember it. But it wuld

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MUNICIPAL MATTERS. 

‘As required by the municigal ordin- 
ance, the annual public meeting of the 
ratepayers for the discussion of muni- 
cipal affairs was held on Menday even- 
ing in Robertson Hall. Mayor Mac- 
Kenzie and Councillors McLeod, Lee, 
Brown and Blowey represented. the 
council board. The aititendance was not 
such{ as the importance of the meeting 
would warrant, due no doubt to count- 
er attractions and the closing down 
of the electric light piant, which left 
the ‘town in darkness. 

Mayor MacKenzie said that - per- 
haps the hardest part of the cowncil’s 
dut;y was to come before the  rate- 


payers and satisfy them that the af- 
fairs of the town were being wisely 
administered, He had, at the last 
election, committed himself to the re- 
solve that the offices of clerk, secre- 
tary-treasurer and assessor should be 
amalgamated. This was accomplished 
withia a month after assuming office; 
It had worked very satisfactorily and 
he! felt sure every ratepayer would be 
satisfied, especially as the office was 
filled by a man who was absolutely 
trustworthy and capable. 

The present council had found that 
the back taxes as far as "95 had not 
been closed out. They hata <tucceeded 
in getting them closed aut to theend 
of °99.. All the taxes hed not been 
collected, but those remaining unpnid 
were chargeable to real property and 
will evertmally be collected at tax 
Sale. Taxes had run ever since ’96. 
That is, no tax sales had been held 
Since then. This was nat satisfac- 
tory; he favored the holding of a tax 
Sale at least every .two years. ‘The 
amount of uncollected taxes at the be- 
ginning of the year was $8,876. The 
amount uncollected at the present 
time is $3,669, and every cent is charg- 
ed up ‘to property. Of the first 
amount a large portion was not 
chargeable to property. The collec- 
tor) has been busy with 1900 taxes and 
will have them closed out at the end 
a4 the year. i \ 

When his council assumed office the 
towa’s indebtedness in the bank was 
$22,000. They now had it reduced to 
about $16,000 and they hoped to make 
a still further reduction; $22,000 was 
toa ‘much for a town to, owe the bank 
and he thought the coming council 
should wontanue to reduce it. 


Touching on the matter of the re- 
vision of by-laws his worship said: We 
have spent much time and labor bring- 
ing the by-laws uy to their present 
requirements, it only remains now 
for us to have them consolidated and 
priarte d, : 

Ia the matter of a market site he 
said: We have now a markei siteonly 
Yeated alt present but we have 
an option! to buy ‘cand it will be for the 
ratepayers to sav whether they .wish 
the purchase made or not. At any rate 
we will not buy without your know- 
ledge, 


The system has been’ inauguraited 
ani adhered to by the present coun- 
cil of aaving quarterly audits and bal- 
ance sheets, These are open for ex- 
amination in ithe secretary’s office. 

Touching on the important ques- 
tion of waterworks. the mayor _ said 
that he hada veor aco commitied him- 
self to the statement that waterworks 
should be operated in connection with 
the power tor the electric light. The 
council procured an estimaite and it 
showed us the town was not in a posi- 
tion to undertake the installation off a 
plant. We couid raise. under the 
municipal ordinance, ten per cent of 
the assessed value of property in town, 
This would not be sufficient to instal 


a plant. We asked for special bor- 
rowing powers ard secured certain 


legislation of a private nature, that, 
is, it gave us the power to borrow 
money on the plant itself, the town 
guaranteeing payment. His worship 
then explained the deal at present un- 
ded consideration with T. W. Lines on 
behalf of G. H. Barnard. of Victoria, 
and went on to say: Our present de- 
benture indebtedness is $87,000. 
$120,000 is the margin before we reach 
our limit, This margin might be suf- 
ficient to permit us to put in water- 
works, but we would not like to see 
thetown in debt fer «1 it could incur. 
Then, again, in connection with wat- 
erworks there --.< »Iways the question 
of sewerage, This the town would 
have to count on whether they rut 
La the waterworks themselves or whet- 
her a company did it. Real estate in 
the west end of town had increased 
more, rapidly in value than property in 
the east end, but the assessment had 
not grown with it. This must be ad- 
justed. When adjusted he thought it 
wouli increase the assessment io 
$1,500,000. Then the town would have 
borrowing fower sufficient to instal a 
waterworks system. The difficulty in 
the way of municipal ownership of the 
giant ~as that the-assessment for the 
farst few years woul'd be very high. The 
Roman Caltholic schoo] tax was now 
ten ani three-quarter mi'ls and the 
Protestant public school five and & 
quarter, As another means of increas- 
ing our ‘wrrowiug powers he suggested 
that the town ask for incorporation 
aqa city. Iq this way we might be 
able. to secure greater borrowing pow- 


’ ers. This is another matter for the 


coming council to consider, If a wat- 
erworks. system were put in by 9 com- 
pany they would, of course, be looking 
Jor some profit, Iti is a question 
whether the taxpayers would suffer 
more by making the walterworks a 
municipal undertaking or by letting 
a company instal it, We have been 
advised from ali sides, including Win- 
nipeg and Calgary, to have municipal 
awnaersbip. 

About the bridge debentures: When 
we gave the bonus of $25,000 the gov- 
ernmeot agreed 10 return any prem- 
ium that might accrue. We, a shori 
time ago were asked to pass the by-law 
authorizing ‘the sale of the debentures. 
We sent the $25,000 down and asked 
the department to send back the de- 
bentures, We then sold the debentures 
oursclves and after paying all expenses 
cieared $1;245 om-the transaction. The 
railway agreemeao* was at jast withi’a 


responsible conrpany—Mackenzie & 
Mann. The agreement called for the 
allway to be put-in operation by 
October next and the station to he 


within a mile of the present post office, 
and inside the corporation ‘imits, 
Thowgh ‘altered-im many respects he 
thotight it still retained the essent- 
ial featmres of a good agreement, His 
worship congratulated the town on 
the election.of Mr. Blowey to the coun- 
cil board. Four seais have to be filled 
within the nex* few weeks. The year 
that is before us promises to be the 
most important year in the whole! his- 
tory of Edmonton. The rail Way, erec- 
tion of court house, waterworks and 
thany other* important improvements 
will take place and with the impetus 
that they will give to the town it he- 
dhooves every ratepayer to elect the 
best men and *he mea who will best 
gerve_you iu office,

The prices paid for wheat to farmers 
in Manitoba country markets ranges 
from, 50c to 68c,. This is a good price, 
considering the average quality of the 
crop, which is about Nos 3 hard, when 
compared jwith export value.

The Mounted Rifle’s 
tism of fire was received at the water- 
works at Bloemfontein, VThe next 
place where fighting occurred was at 
Vet river; then toliowed Sand river 
Where there were said to be 15,000 Boers 
engaged.
